Slave to this vite Body. What Name then does.

Now this Work may be conſidered * 28 
it is common to eyery Man, or peculiar and ap- 


propriate to ſome. 


There is a Work, which God has given 2 
Man to do, from the King on the Throne to 
bo Beggar on the Dunghill : All are bound to 

lorify God, and ſecure their own Salvation. 


Theſe Two God has joyned together, and: no 
Man can plcad an Exemption from them : The 
higheſt are not above, nor the meaneſt be- 
low them. It is, or ſhould be the Work and Buſi- 
neſs of every Man to take Care of his own eter- 


nal Inrereſts; to make good Proviſion for ano- 


ther World, and ſecure his Salvation, by chuſing 


that good Part which ſhall never be taken from 
him. It was the ſwaying Care of the A poſtles 
Life, as he himſelf tells us, To be found in Chriſt, 
Phil. iti. 9. He knew this would be his only 
Security for another World; and therefore made 


it the principal Care of his: There would 


then be no Snare in his forts, nor Sting in 


his Croſſes; Sin would then be deſtroyed, and 


Death, by that Means, diſarmed; nor nced he 


be afraid of a Tryal, where he was ſure to come 
. He will therefore run all Hazards, and be 
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content to ſuffer the Loſs bf all Thin gs, count - 
ing them but Dung, that he may win Chen, and 


be found in him. 
And as every Man is this concetnꝰd to ſecure 


his own Salvation; ſo to conſult and promote 
God's Honour. Theſe Two are inſeparably 
twiſted together, and in a due Subordination do 


always infer each other. We never biiug more 
Glory to God, than when we are inoſt aſſiduous 
in working out our own Salvation; or do vic 
eyer more conſult our own >”; ONS than 
when we moſt promote his Glory. 

Our Work ther in the World is to ploy 


God, by a ſteddy uniform Courſe of Obedi- 


ence to 1 his Laws and Commands: By this 


we adorn the Doctrine we profeſs to believe, 


and put a Luſtre upon that Grace, by which 


we expect to be ſaved. When our Light ſo 


ſhines before Men, that they can ſee our good 


Works, they are induced to re our Fe a- 


ther which is in Heaven. 
' But beſides this Work, which Lew: in com- 


mon upon all, there is alſo a Work that's pe- 


culiar to ſome, and this, cither as they are ſet 


in a publick Station, or are conſidered in a pri- 
vate Capacity: So there is a Work peculiar to 


Magiſtrates and Miniſters.

People," and Wracl Yi Inheritance. Pla. Ixxviii. 
Ver. 70, 71. This Honour God put upon Da- 
vid; he turned his Crook into a Sceptre, and 
made a Monarch of a Shepherd. Out of all 
the Thouſands of Iſrael he choſe him to be 
his Scrvant ; advanced him ro a Throne, and 
ſet him among Princes, to be a Ruler over Men, 
that had been a Feeder of Sheep. But tor what 
Purpoſe was he brought to the Kingdom ? Not 
ſo much to feed himſelf, as Jacob God's Peo- 
ple, and {frael his Inheritance; not mcerly to 
make himſelf and his Family great; but to do 
Good with his Power, and employ it for the Be- 


nefit of his Subjects. And having obtained Help 


of God, he was both skilful and faithful in the 
Diſcharge of his Office; for, He fed them ac- 
cording to the Integrity of his Heart, and 
guided them by the Skilfulneſs of his Hand. 
Ver. 72. And, happy the People, that lived 
under ſuch a Government! 

And then, Miniſters alſo, as well as Magi- 


ſtrates, have a Work given them to do that's 
proper and peculiar to them: And ſuch a Work 


(however others may think of it) as makes all 
ſerious and conſidering Perſons among them 
take up the Apoſtle's Words, and ask, ho 15 


ſufficient for theſe Things“ They are entruſted 


with the Truths of ſeſus, and tlie Souls of Men: 
Theſe are in a ſpecial Manuer committed to 
their Care, and an important Charge it is; in 
the Exerciſe of which they are to ſerve their 
Generation by rhe Will of God, as thoſe that 

. 7 1 __-— "NOW 
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know they muſt give Account. Heb; xiii. 17; 
And as ſome have Wark to do for God, as 
Perſons of a publick Character; ſo: others are 
to honour him, by diſcharging thoſe Duties 
which belong to them in a private Capacity: 

Theſe have a Part to act in that lower Sphere, 
wherein the Providence of God calls them to 
move. No Man is born for himſelf, but is to 
ſtudy the Welfare of others, and be the Servant 
of his Generation. The World was never c- 
rected to be an Hive for Drones, but a Stage for 
Action: And therefore, as Inſtruments of God's 
Providence, we are to ſeck the Good of thoſe 
intellectual Societies, which, as rational Beings, 
we help to conſtitute; and for this End, are 
obliged to fill up the ſeveral Relations and Cal- 
lings in which we are placed with anſwerable 
Duties; to diſcharge the particular Truſts lodg- 
ed in out Hands, and improve the different Ta- 
lents God has committed to us: That as there 
is no Member in the natural Body, be it the 
Eye, the Ear, the Hand, or Foot, but has its par- 
ticular Uſe, and is ſerviceable to the whole: So 
in the Body Politick, cvery Member may diſ- 
charge the Duty of its Place, for the Benefit of 
the whole Community. This then is the Work 
which God has given us to do; and having 
appointed us our Work, He 
Sccondly, Allows us a Time and Seaſon to 
go it in, as ſcems good to him. There is a 
Time and Age wherein we are to ſerve our 


Generation, which is entirely at the Will of 


him, in whoſe Hands our Times are, and whoſe 


are 
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are all our Ways, He that determines. what- 
we are to do; where, and in what Station we 
ſhall be employed, does alſo determine how long 
we ſhall work: And hence it is, That ſome 
have a larger, and others a much leſs Portion of 
Time allowed them to work in. He that has 
our Times in his Hands, lengthens or contracts 
them as he pleaſes. The Time, indeed, at the

being the Caſe, 

Thirdly, Every Man ts under a Necefiit ity of- 
ſerving his generation in the Da) and Time 
albered for that Purpoſe.

true now grown old, but than he did not feel 
the Decays of Age; he was ſtill as fit for 
Service as ever; his Eyes were not dim; 
nor was his Natural Force abated: And muſt 
he die, in this State of Health and Vigor? 
When he is not worn out by Age, nor waſt- 


ed by Sickneſs and Pain. His Life was nei- 
ther burdenſome to himſelf, nor uſeleſs tq 


others. He had ſpent many Years in toil- 


ſome Employments ; particularly he had felt 


the Burden of a Forty Years march thro? a 
waſt and. howling Wilderneſs, and after he 
had gone thro? all the Fatigues of a Deſert, 
muſt he be denied the Pleaſures of Canaan?
